ES to whether the proposed reduction in 
federal taxes would be made applicable to

•would be postponed for another year. 
Neither the Mellon bill nor the Garner 
substitute made provision for applying 
the

year. 
Probably one reason was because 


it was doubtful if a tax bill could be 
passed before March 15th. when the first 
installment of taxes is due. and there 
would be difficulty in making the law re- 
troactive. 


It is now announced from "Washing- 


ton that Secretary Mellon, approves a 
plan to make the proposed reductions-ap- 
ply to the 1923 taxes. The proposal will 
"without doubt have the approval of "the 
Democrats. It is suggested that to make 
the plan feasible a joint resolution be 
passed before March. 15th, 
in 
case 


the regular bill is not disposed of by that 
time, voting a blanket reduction of 25 
•per cent, as we understand it on taxes 
payable this year. Adjustments under the 
bill finally passed could be made as the 
subsequent installments became due. 


AYhile there doubtless i^^a political ele- 


ment in this scheme, to capitalize to a 
still greater degree the popularity of tax 
reduction in the approaching campaign, 
•we nevertheless believe it is recommend- 
ed as a matter 'o£ sound economic policy. 
The weight of taxation is stupendous. Jt 
is far greater than it needs to be for the 
purposes of government, or to meet our 
funded debts. 
There is no reason why. 


Recording to treasury statements and es- 
timates, the reduction in revenue could 
not be made operative at once. 
A sur- 


plus of -$320.000.000 for the year end- 
ing June 30. 1924 is indicated. There is 
every reason why the tax load should be 


/ lifted from business and the consumer at 


the earliest possible moment. It will not 
only be good politics, but it will be good 
business to cut down taxes forthwith. "We 
believe the entire country, without regard 
to party, will indorse the plan to make 
whatever tax reduction is authorized by 
congress effective for the year 1923.

OPEN ROADS IN WINTER 


It is not only essential to build a hard 


road if highway transportation is to be 
possible; it is necessary to keep it open 
to traffic. 
There is no economic differ- 


ence between a broken down bridgevand a 
'three foot fall of snow, as far a^Jstop- 
ping traffic is concerned. 
There is 110 


economic 
difference 
between a road 


blocked with a fallen boulder or tree and 
one which is snowed tinder so that ueither 
team nor truck can travel over it. 


Few communities would wait an instant 


to repair the bridge, or remove the boul- 
der or tree: the idea that the hundreds . 
of. thousands of dollars invested in the 
good road shouldNlie idle, and a whole sec-' 
tioii be cut off from the benefits of trans- 
port, until the bridge mended itself, the 
boulder rolled off. or the tree rotted 
away, is objectionable. .But many com- 
munities regard a heavy fall of snow as a 
visitation of providence, with which man. 
need not interfere, becaitse in 'time thex 
same providence will melt ~the snow and 
open the road. 


In. regions . where srtow blocks the 


roads, modern engineers are using rotary 
snow plows, attacked to trucks, and open- 
ing the road as soon as it closes, exactly 
as the railroad rigjit of way men keep the 
tracks open for trains regardless of the 
state of the weather. 


Rotary plows to be applied to trucks 


are not expensive: push and scraper pknvs 
for lesser snowfalls are still less costly. 
Opening the road for traffic after a snow- 
fall is as essential as mending bridges and 
maintaining the surface. 
Communities in 


the snow belt which do not have the bene- 
fits of their good roads all the year 'round, 
"sav.e at the spiggot to lose at the bung 
hole." since the monetary value of one 
daj-'s lost traffic is more than sufficient 
to buy this equipment and keep the snow 
bound road open all winter.' 


Jt is only a matter of time, and we 


think a short time, until the main high- 
ways of travel throughout Wisconsin will 
be kept open in the winter. It seems like 
a large problem because so little has been 
done to mecTit. but the demand for open 
roads in the winter is increasing and the 
value of keeping them open as a policy of 
dollars and cents is hardly open to argu- 
ment. 
Our investments in hard surface 


roads are becoming too large to admit of 
a suspension of their use for several 
months each year. Just as we could not 
afford to have bad roads, so we cannot 
afford to have them" closed part of the 
year. Experiments in road snow clearing 
are going.forward constantly, and when 
the best system has been worked out, it 
will be rapidly applied throughout the 
state.

ache. Am 1 to understand that the germs of pneu- 
monia, or corzya, or whatever it is, are lurking 
around and that a sudden chill causes them to de- 
velop? 
"I know this Is going- to_sound like the babblings 


of a donkey'to you. But you must remember that 
we who have been brought up to believe in colds 
have an awful job to throw off ouc chlldliood's be- 
lief, even though science points out their error." 


All the germs that "lurk" around will never hurt 


anybody. 
There's 
nothing 
furtive 
slinking- 
or 


sneaky about the germs 
They hop in when a 


neighbor stops .to spray you with conversation, not 
because they are malevolent, but just because it is 
their lot to "be carried from the neighbor's nose or 
throat, in the moisture droplets which shoot out 
for a distance of about 4 feet m ordinary consersa- 
tion—just far enough to get^the victjjn neighbor is 
chatting with. 
—Now I opine—and mind. I have at least as good 
logic to support me as has the minister for his 
explanation of his friend's pneumonia—I think that 
perhaps his friend would not have constrated pneu- 
monia had he stayed in the haymow or on the load 
and shouted down to his neighbor, the carrier, on 
the ground. The only difference is that the minis- 
ter's notion rests on tradition. 


My notion, at present, seems about as foolish as 


was Henry Ford's gasoline buggy a few years ago; 
what! made Mr. Ford so foolish was his attempt to 
run a buggy without a horse hitched to it. Horses 
had always been deemed indispensable for pulling 
buggies.
